BIRD SANCTURIES.. 
Pheasants “Settle” in 
Greenwich Park, 


‘The, bird sunctuarios in Hyde 
-Park, Konsington Gardens, Re- 
gont's Park, Richmond Park, 
Groenwich Park, and St. Jamos’s 
Park Lake, are tho subject of.a 
report issuod recently, in London, 
by tho Bird Sanctuaries Com- 
mnittee, 

“Phe sum of ‘£50, it is stuted; 
presonted by a gentleman. who 
dosirod to romain anonymous, 
had been spont in providing 157 
nee ting’ boxes in tho various 
sanctuarias, . in. tho ‘purchase of 
six seed. hoppers; and-in-tho 
purchase of shrubs. Various im- 
provements*had boon carried out 
at the Richmond and Greenwich 
sanctuarics in oonnoction with 
the works in the Royal Parks for 
the relief of unemploymont. 

Mr.. Rudge Harding, in’ a ro- 
port regarding Hydo Park and 
Kensington Gardens, records tho 
visits of willow warblore,'a losser 
Awhitethroat, and oa .common 
-whitothroat——Ho—also-givos-de= 
tails of tho mating of -a wild 
gadwall with a wild duck. They 
later. appeared on the Long 
Water: with ao tiny duckling. 
From + the. fact that — the 
gadwall altacked’ any mallard’ 
which approached the. wild duck 
and the young bird it seemed 
fairly safo to conelude, adds Mr, 
Harding, that this single ducking 

was his offspring. Two wigeon 
rdrakes and ono’ duck wero seen 
on the Serpontino. 

‘With reference to Pinion 
Park, Mr. Harding montions that 
on January 27, 1923, a pair of 
stone chats wore seen noar Span- 
kor's Hill Plantation, while thare 
woro probably forty coots on the.
